Grace indeed 1s 
thus Treaſure, that may ſometimes lye 
deep hid in the Heart : When the Soul 
15 in the dark,under ſome gloomy Fears, 
or in a _ftate of Deſertion, it doth nor 
then know that it hath ſuch a Treaſure, 
and therefore it cannot receive Content--
